it to Day, together with Prince Adam of Lichten- 
ftein, the Emperour having appvinted them io be 
his Plenipotent aries at the Diex of Hungary, which, 
in a! appearance neverthelefs, wili sor pioduce the 
Effects we hop'd for from it in order to the Pacifi- 
cation of the [roubles of that Kingdom: For we 
have certain Advice that Prince Asgoiski has pub- 
lifh’'d an Edi& on this fide and beyond the Danube, 
forbidding the Hungarians upon pain of Death and 
Confifcation of their Eftates to repair to that Diet 
or aflift at it; and chat the Enemy cre making great 
Preparations to concinue the War. Upon which 
this Court bis taken the Refolucisn to retaforce the 
Army in Hougary to 30000 Men, that General 
Heifter may be ina Condition to act with Vigour 
againft the Malecontents. Since that G-neral has 
been at Presbourg, he has caus’d ail rhe Places in the 
Avenues, where Troops are potted tv be reinfore’d 
with an Hundred. Horle, fo that upon che firft Sig- 
nal given by Way of Alarm, toco Horft and Dra- 
goons may be drawn together in few Fours, to op- 
pole the Enemy's Incartious. They write from 
Trcsichin that 13000 Maleconrents are got together 
ina Body on the River Waag, which they threaten 
to pafs. They are likewife making great prepara 
tions at Agtia and at Hatwan inorder ro attack Peft, 
on advice whereof the Governour of Buda has fent 
thither by Warer a Reinforcement ot 500 Men. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated April 17. 
Vienna, March 31. Iwo Days ago the Cardinal 
of Saxe Zeytz recurn’d bither again from Presbourg, 
and reports that all Hopes are vanifh’d of an Ac- 
commodation with the Malecontents, fo that now 
We think of nothing bur how to reduce them by 
furce of Arms, According to our Advices from 
‘Hungary, Count Berezeni, with 14 or 15000 Men, 
is at Schelirz-on the River Waag, and intends to 
make an Incurfion into Moravia. The Governour 
of Buda has reinfore’d the Garrifon of Peft with 
Troops and Provifions, Prince Ragotski threatning 
to befiege that Place. The Emperor has fent Or- 
ers to General Rabutin in) Trenfilvania, feeing all 
the Fortreffes of that Principality are in our Poffeffi- 
or, to fend as many Troops as poilibly he can, to 
Hungary, to ftrengrhen the Army under Count 
Heiter, which will likewife be reinfore’d by the na- 
tional Troops of Croatia, wnder General Palfi; and 
by a ftrong Body of Rafcians. ’Tis confirm’d that 
General Efterhafi having demolith’d the Fortificati- 
ons of Capofwar, is march’d with his Body of 8000 
Men towards Schatwar ; but our Generals having 
thrown into that Place a Reinforcement of Troops 
and Ammunition, ’tis believ’d the Maleconrents witl 
not dare to attack it. By Prince Ragorski’s Orders 
Edis have been again difpers'd on both fides of 
the Danube, forbidding all the Hungarians, of what 
Ondition foever they be, to repair to Presbourg 
and affift at the’ Diet there, upon pain of being pu-

Malecontcnt’s Eitaces, if we happen to get the bec- 
ter of them. Some Depucies from Naples are ar- 
riv’d here, to folicit this Court that G. Launmay be 
continu’d in that Kingdom, where his Preience, fay 
they, is necedfary co preferve the publick Vranqui- 
lity, as well as for the Reduction of Sicily: But 
Kiug Charles II. baving Nam'd Cardinal Grimani 
to se Viceroy of Naples, and this Court having 
given their Confent to it, we know not yet what 
R-folution the Emperour will take in this Matter: 
faid however that fome Mea:s will be found 
out co leave that Gen<ial che Direction of the Mili- 
tary Affairs, The Duke of Mantua ules his Endea- 
yours to come to an Accommodatica with the Em- 
perour, by the Intervention of the Republick of 
Venice. Mean while the Counc of Caftelvarco has 
taken poffeffion of the Durchy cf Mantua, and re- 
ceiv'd the Oaths of Fidelity from the Inbabitants in 
the Name of his Imperial Majefty. 
 Amflerdam, April17. They write from Vienna 
that the Hungarian Malecon:ents having rejected 
the Emperour’s Propofals, he has refolvd io aug- 
ment his Army in Hungary to 30000 Men, and reo 
agree with King Auguftus for fume more Saxon 
Troops to be employ’d againt them. The 4090 
Danes that are Quarter'd in Bavasia, and iw the 
Upper Auftria expect their laft Orders to begin their 
March towards Hungary. The Imperial Court is 
much diffatisfied ar the Pope’s having declar’d, thar 
he was very willing that the future Bride of the 
King of Portugal thould be receiv’d and treated as 
Queen in the Ecclefiaftical State ; but that he could 
not allow the fame Honours to be done to the Bride 
of King Coarles III: And "tis thought the Emperour 
will oblige the Pope to change his Mind by fending 
fome Troops into the Territories of the Church.
